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PREFACE 


This booklet was prepared for the inform- 
ation of new members as well as old members 
of the Quarter Century Wireless Association. 
By 1960 we thought that all information 
about the QCWA was contained in the appli- 
cation form, but by 1972 it was plain that 
enlargement was desirable. Many questions 
were asked that were not covered in any of 
the QCWA forms, and no information on QCWA 
services, and chapters was delineated. Thus 
this manual was born of necessity and we 
hope will answer all questions as they 
pertain to QCWA. 


The Quarter Century Wireless Association, 
Inc., beginning with its initial organiz- 
ations in 1947 and subsequent establishment 
as a non-profit membership corporation in 
the state of New York, is dedicated to; 1) 
fostering and developing friendship and 
co-operation among Amateur Radio Operators 
of more than twenty-five years standing; 

2) taking general interest in all matters 
affecting or involving Amateur Radio, and 
3) to sponsor such actions as may be deemed 
proper in their interest. Since its incep- 
tion in 1947, QCWA has grown from the ori- 
ginal 54 charter members, to over 5800 
active members world wide and to over 61 
chapters located within the United States 
and overseas. 
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MEMBERSHIP REUIREENTS 
irements for rship in QOWA are: 


applicant must have heid a federal or 
government Amateur license at least 25 
years ago, and must, at the time of 

lying, hold a valid one. Proof of eligi- 
bility must be show. The dues, payable 
in advance with the application are $7.00 
for three years, $14 for six years; or 
$55.00 for Life Membership. Each applicant 
must, pay an entry fee of $3.00 with his 
first dues payment. QCWA members receive 
a chronological moibered certificate of 
membership, dues and identification card, 
the QCWA callbook (every two years), a 
supply of QCWA stamps, QCWA decal and the 
QCWA news, which is issued quarterly.
